It is not intended that this form of 
government shall continue beyond the 
time congress may see lit to legislate on 
tho subject, but it is the purpose of the 
president to give the Porto IUoans some 
voice in tbetr own government pending 
such action. 
Although the governor 
general and the members of his council 
will exercise general supervision over 
the enforcement of any laws that may 
receive the approval of the president, 
tboeo relating to municipal matters will 
bo left largely In the hands of the p*o- 
pie of Porto Rica.

W ashington, Sept. 18.—The cabinet 
meeting was occupied yesterday in the 
discussion of a form of civil government 
for Porto RI OO. 
This m atter has been 
under serious consideration over slues 
Secretary Root took his place as secre­ 
tery of war, and the indications now 
are that some form of local government 
will be decided upon and put into oper­ 
ation within the next few weeks at tho 
latest. The details of the proposed plan 
have not yet been made public, but it is 
understood that it involves the appoint­ 
m ent of a civil governor by the presi­ 
dent and also the appointment of the 
chiefs of the several great departments 
of th* government, which would in- I 
elude a chief of the financial depart­ 
ment, a director of posts and probably 
two or three others. 
In addition, the 
president will appoint from the leading 
citizens of the island a certain number 
to act in a legislative capacity with the 
civil governor and the members of his 
council. 
These will be authorized to 
recommend any changes that may be 
thought necessary in the existing laws, 
anti to suggest such other- a* in their 
judgm ent may be deemed best. 
It is not intended that this form of 
government shall continue beyond the 
time congress may see fit to legislate on 
the subject, but it is the purpose of th© 
president to give the Porto Ricans some 
voice in their own government pending 
such action. 
Although the governor 
general and the members (rf his council 
trill exercise general supervision over 
the enforcement at any laws that may 
receive the approval of the president, 
those relating to municipal m atters will 
be left largely in the hands of the peo­ 
ple of Porto R ica 
They will be permitted to administer 
their own affairs, .subject always to che 
veto power of the governor general and 
finally of the president 
All of the de­ 
tails of the plan have not been worked 
out, but it is the purpose of the pres! 
dent to give the people of Porto Rioo, as 
soon as may be, the fullest measure of 
home rule that is consistent with per­ 
fect safety to life and property.
